Carter  proposes 
CUP  budget  cut

Students  can  “let  their  fingers  do  the  walking”  in 
future  library  visits  by  contributing  to  Telefund  ’78. 

The  first  of  19  Telefund  sessions  is  set  to  begin  at  5 
p.m.  today,  with  a  goal  to  collect  $80,000  in  student 
pledges. 

Telefund’s  “funding  the  future”  drive  will  solicit 
funds  to  purchase  an  automated  circulation  control 
system  for  library  efficiency,  Glen  Bingham,  Stu¬ 
dent  Development  president,  said. 

“With  six  touches  of  the  finger,  the  student  will  be 
able  to  find  one  book  out  of  one  milliop  in  a  matter  of 
10  to  30  seconds,”  Phil  Wynn,  Western  Regional 
director  of  C.L.  Systems  Inc.,  said  as  he  explained 
the  benefits  of  the  computerized  book  check  out 
system  (CBCOS). 

Demonstrating  the  CBCOS  in  the  library,  Wynn 
said  the  sample  system  is  hooked  up  to  a  computer 
in  Boston,  that  has  a  catalog  file  of  300  subjects, 
authors  and  titles. 

“As  the  system  is  currently  functioning  in  180 
other  libraries,”  Wynn  said,  “the  BYU  library  can 
search  the  holdings  of  these  libraries  within  seconds 
and  potentially  obtain  books  on  inter-library  loan  for 
the  student.” 

By  simply  touching  the  computer  screen  with  the 
fingers,  a  student  can  “walk”  through  the  card 
catalogue  in  matters  of  seconds  to  find  where  the 
desired  book  is,  how  many  copies  are  in,  when 
checked-out  copies  will  be  in,  and  may  even  reserve 
the  book  in  advance. 

Wynn  said  a  study  of  the  Harold  B.  Lee  Library 
showed  that  a  student  checking  out  100  books 
through  the  automated  method  will  save  25  hours  of 
personal  time. 

After  the  student  finds  a  book,  the  CBCOS  can 
check  it  in  or  out,  renew  the  book,  notify  the  student 
of  overdue  books  and  calculate  fines. 


Bingham  said  he  hopes  half  of  the  $160,000  needed 
to  install  the  system  will  be  raised  from  Telefund 
’78.  “The  other  half  will  hopefully  be  obtained  by 
asking  local  and  national  businesses  to  match  stu¬ 
dent  pledges,”  he  said. 

“We  need  everyone’s  support.  We  suggest  a  con¬ 
tribution  of  $10,  but  any  contribution  would  be 
great.” 

Bingham  said  the  $10  contribution  is  actually 
worth  $30.  “When  a  student  gives  $10,  that  frees  $10 
of  church  funds  and  brings  in  $10  of  matching  in¬ 
dustry  funds.” 

From  the  first  Telefund  event  in  1971  until  1977, 
SDA  projects  have  raised  $375,000,  all  of  which  have 
gone  to  the  library  addition.  The  proceeds  of  this 
year’s  drive  go  only  to  the  CBCOS,  Bingham  said. 

“Last  year  $35,000  was  raised,  but  only  12,000 
correct  phone  calls  were  made,”  he  said.  “This  year, 
we  have  21,000  correct  phone  calls  to  make  to  reach 
our  $80,000  goal. 

“We’re  talking  about  giving,”  he  said.  “Giving  is  , 
giving  without  expecting  something  in  return.  In  this 
case,  the  students  are  going  to  get  something  in 
return.” 

Approximately  $22,000  toward  the  $160,000  has 
been  raised  by  students  to  date.  Last  semester’s 
‘Midnight  Run’  garnered  $1,500,  while  a  letter  cam¬ 
paign  reaped  an  additional  $8,500. 

The  remaining  $12,000  was  contributed  to  the  goal 
by  the  ASBYU  Executive  Council,  as  the  1977-78 
class  gift,  Kent  Harrison,  financial  vice  president 
announced  in  last  Thursday’s  Executive  Council 
meeting. 

The  LDS  Church  Development  Office  proposed 
the  annual  class  gift  of  $12,000  be  allocated  by  the 
ASBYU  budget  to  help  finance  the  CBCOS.

The  Central  Utah  Project  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  headed  for  more 
trouble,  based  on  a  budget 
proposal  released  by  President 
Carter  Monday. 

The  budget  calls,  ftir,  $27.2 
million  for  the  CUP’s  Bon¬ 
neville  Unit,  about  $5  million 
less  than  what  Congress  ap¬ 
proved  for  the  fiscal  1978.  The 
Carter  administration 
originally  sought  to  cut  off  all 
money  for  the  Bonneville  Unit 
last  year,  but  state  officials  suc¬ 
cessfully  persuaded  Congress  to 
approve  funds. 

Congress  approved  more  than 
$41.4  million  for  fiscal  1978  as 
compared  to  President  Carter’s 
proposal  of  $35.5  million  for  the 
CUP  in  fiscal  1979. 

Utah  Congressman  Gunn 
McKay  stated  that  the 
proi)osed  cutback  would  be 
detrimental  to  the  growth  of  the 
CUP,  but  of  greater  concern  is 
the  newly  announced  “no-new 
starts”  policy  which  would  not 
allow  any  projects  to  begin, 
regardless  of  the  stage  they 
might  presently  be  in. 

McKay  said  any  planned  ad¬ 
ditions  to  the  CUP  not  yet  un¬ 
der  construction  will  not  be  fun¬ 
ded  “if  the  administration  has 
its  way.” 

“If  the  ‘no-new  starts’ 
philosophy  prevails,”  Rep. 
McKay  said,  “the  CUP  won’t 
be  worth  a  dime  or  a  drop  of 
water.” 


Utah  Senator  Orrin  Hatch 
contacted  President  Carter, 
Vice  President  Mondale,  the 
secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the 
director  of  Bureau  of  Reclama¬ 
tion  and  stated  they  “all  gave 
me  their  personal  assurance 
that  the  CUP  was  not  in 
funding  or  developmental  trou¬ 
ble.” 

“They  gave  me  their  un¬ 
qualified  word,”  Sen.  Hatch 
said,  “that  all  was  well.  But 
based  on  what  I’ve  read  in  the 
president’s  new  budget,  I  can 
only  conclude  that;  one,  they 
didn’t  know  what  they  were 
talking  about,  two,  their  budget 
advisors  are  not  accountable  to 
the  Cqrter  administration,  or 
three,  they  haven’t  been  telling 
the  truth.” 

Utah  Gov.  Scott  Matheson 
said  he  would  fight  for  full 
funding  of  CUP  and  stated  that 
President  Carter’s  proposals  are 
“absolutely  devastating  and  fly 
in  the  teeth  of  what  the  ad¬ 
ministration  has  been  telling  us 
for  several  months.” 

Gov.  Matheson  described 
President  Carter’s  proposal  as 
inadequate,  representing  “a 
caretaker  approach’^  to 
finishing  the  massive  water  pro¬ 
ject. 

“If  we  assume  that  construc¬

Hoover  defended  by 
former  FBI  official

A  former  FBI  official  has  rejected 
“the  misuse  of  government  resources” 
charge  leveled  against  former  FBI 
director  J.  Edgar  Hoover. 

The  source,  wiho  prefers  to  remain 
anonymous,  was  involved  with  various 
security  departments  in  a  supervisory 
capacity  and  worked  closely  with 
Hoover. 

In  a  personal  telephone  interview, 
the  source,  now  living  in  retirement  on 
the  West  Coast,  said  he  was  intimately 
acquainted  with  the  security,  repair 
and  maintenance  of  the  Hoover 
residence. 

“The  Hoover  home  was  on  a  max¬ 
imum  security  basis,”  he  said. 

“Mr.  Hoover  used  his  home  as  a 
second  office  and  it  wasn’t  wise  to  have 
everyone  running  in  and  out  of  it,”  he 
said.  “For  many  years  no  one  was 
allowed  on  the  premises  except 
authorized  FBI  personnel.  Even 
painting  and  repairs  were  handled  by 
FBI  employees.” 

The  source  said  there  was  always  the 
fear  someone  could  plant  a  bomb  or  a 
bug  in  the  director’s  house,  and  that’s 
why  only  FBI  personnel  could  be 
allowed  on  the  premises. 

Because  of  numerous  threats  against 
Hoover’s  life.  Congress  had  authorized 
the  purchase  of  a  bulletproof  car,  and 
his  residence  was  protected  with  the 
same  elaborate  electronic  security 
equipment  utilized  “for  the  residences 


of  other  top  government  officials  con¬ 
sidered  to  have  a  high  security  risk,” 
the  source  said. 

The  source  added  that  to  his  own 
personal  knowledge,  “Mr.  Hoover  paid 
for  materials  that  had  gone  into  con¬ 
struction  of  a  new  porch  and  other  in¬ 
terior  alterations.” 

The  source  said  that  in  a  supervisory 
position,  he  considered  these  services 
essential  and  that  he  and  others  “con¬ 
tributed  many  hours  of  overtime  work 
voluntarily  to  make  certain  that  these 
essential  services  were  provided.” 

The  source  went  on  to  say  FBI  em¬ 
ployees  worked  on  their  own  time,  and 
there  was  no  threat  of  losing  a  job  or  of 
prombtion  delays. 

“I  don’t  feel  we  did  anything  wrong 
or  illegal  as  the  charges  claim,”  the 
source  said. 

He  also  said  he  thought  the  charges 
could  be  traced  back  to  one  FBI  em¬ 
ployee  convicted  of  misappropiating 
government  building  materials  for  per¬ 
sonal  use,  who,  during  plea  bargaining, 
made  the  allegations  against  Hoover. 

The  source  felt  many  of  these 
charges  were  ‘grudge-complaints’ 
which  were  unfair  and  misleading 
since  Hoover  isn’t  alive  to  reply  to  the 
charges. 

“Mr.  Hoover’s  home  was  pretty  well 
maximized  (under  maximum  security 
precautions),”  the  source  said. 

The  source  concluded  that  the  use  of 
FBI  personnel  at  Hoover’s  home  “was 
necessary  under  the  circumstances.”

What  started  out  to  be  fun  in  the 
snow  ended  up  to  be  the  largest  snow¬ 
ball  fight  on  campus  this  year  late 
Sunday  night. 

According  to  Deseret  Towers  resi¬ 
dents,  about  10  individuals  were 
engaged  in  a  small  snowball  fight  when 
a  large  group  of  students  from 
Helaman  Halls  challenged  the  Deseret 
Towers  students  to  a  snowball  fight.

Chief  Robert  Kelshaw  of  BYU 
Security  said  he  gave  a  dispersal  order 
to  the  crowd,  with  which  most  com¬ 
plied.

Kelshaw  said  Monday  morning 
charges  would  be  dropped  on  the  two 
and  they  would  be  referred  to  Univer¬ 
sity  Standards  for  appropriate  dis¬ 
ciplinary  action. 

Sgt.  Robert  Dyer  of  the  Provo  City 
Police  Department  said  students 
:  should  be  aware  that  throwing  snow¬ 
balls  within  Provo  city  limits  is  against 
the  law. 

Section  12.12.020  of  the  city  or¬ 
dinance  states  that  if  an  object  can  be 
fired,  slung,  tossed  or  thrown  a  dis¬ 
tance  of  50  feet  or  more,  it  falls  under 
this  ordinance. 

Dyer  said  that  in  most  cases  no 
charges  are  made  when  individuals  are 
snowballing  in  fun,  but  whenever  a 
second  or  third  person  is  involved 
against  his  will,  then  action  can  be 
taken. 

Dyer  also  mentioned  a  $25  fine  per 
incident  can  be  assessed  if  individuals 
are  found  guilty.

- 'Close  Encounters' - 

Devil's  Tower 
awaits  visitors 
of  another  kind 

DEVIL’S  TOWER,  Wyo.  (AP)  —  The  movie, 
“Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,”  is  expec¬ 
ted  to  trigger  a  tourist  influx  at  Devil’s  Tower 
National  Monument,  its  superintendent  says. 

The  tower  is  prominently  featured  in  the  movie, 
and  about  300  extras  for  crowd  scenes  were  hired 
from  as  far  as  Gillette,  Wyo.,  and  Rapid  City,  S.D. 

“I  suspect  it  (the  movie)  will  increase  travel 
quite  a  bit  unless  some  other  movie  is  made  bet¬ 
ween  now  and  then  that  features  some  other 
place,”  said  monument  Superintendent  Homer 
Robinson. 

“We’ve  been  getting  a  number  of  letters  and 
phone  calls  from  all  over  the  country.  Most  have 
never  heard  of  the  place.” 

Persons  have  been  asking  Robinson  if  all  of  the 
filming  for  the  movie  was  done  at  the  tower, 
whether  filming  disrupted  tourists,  if  the  tower  is 
real  and  if  any  trees  had  to  be  cut  down  for  the 
filming. 

A  crew  from  Columbia  Pictures  was  at  the 
monument  for  12  days  in  1976,  and  didn’t  bother 
visitors,  Robinson  said. 

“Somebody  had  to  be  with  them  all  the  time. 
But  they  only  worked  seven  or  eight  times.  They 
wanted  dusk  shots  for  helicopter  scenes,  and  set 
up  a  bridge  for  other  shots,”  Robinson  said. 

The  science  fiction  movie  deals  with  the  first 
meeting  of  persons  from  earth  with  denizens  of 
outer  space.  That  meeting  includes  large  flying 
saucers,  flashing  lights  and  appropriate  music. 

But  the  climactic  scene  was  filmed  at  an  old  air¬ 
craft  hangar  at  Mobile,  Ala.,  instead  of  at  Devil’s 
Tower. 

Steven  Spielberg,  the  movie’s  director,  felt  the 
Devil’s  Tower  scenes  tied  the  whole  movie 
together,  Robinson  said. 

“Spielberg  had  been  all  over,  to  the  Tetons  and 
other  places.  He  wanted  something  to  be  simple 
and  readily  identifiable,”  the  superintendent  said. 

Robinson  said  80  to  85  per  cent  of  the  travel  to 
the  monument  is  in  July  and  August. 

“It  gets  35  below  out  here  now,”  he  said.  “But  I 
don’t  know  how  long  these  things  run,  how  long 
they  can  keep  this  interest  dp  for  a  movie.” 

Robinson  said  “it’s  the  best  movie  ever  filmed 
here,”  adding  it  is  the  only  movie  ever  filmed  at 
Devil's  Tower.

Debate  on  bills  before  both  houses  of 
the  State  Legislature  began  in  earnest 
Monday  as  committees  worked  to 
finish  hearings  on  the  appropriations 

bill. 

“We’re  right  in  the  crunch,”  said 
Rep.  LeRay  L.  McAllister,  R-Utah, 
chairman  of  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee. 

He  indicated  that  the  appropriations 
bill  subcommittees  had  appropriated 
more  money  than  available,  and  now 
work  was  needed  to  cut  some  $12 
million. 

“We’ve  just  got  to  find  some  way  to 
do  it,  and  the  committees  are  meeting 
on  that  right  now,”  he  said. 

McAllister  also  said  he  thought  the 
committee  work  on  the  appropriations 
bill  would  be  finished  Thursday  or  Fri¬ 
day  of  this  week. 


In  other  action.  Republican  mern- 
bers  of  the  House  met  in  caucus  again 
to  discuss  Democratic  proposals  for  a 
two-cent  gas  tax  increase  and  a  $40 
million  bonding  issue. 

Funds  from  the  tax  increase  would 
go  to  repair  or  reconstruct  the  state’s 
buildings. 

“We  just  talk  about  alternatives  and 


In  House  action  Monday,  legislation 
was  voted  on  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for 
the  first  time  in  this  session.

'Rpe  reason  there  are 
so  many  people  going 
hungry  is  because  of  po¬ 
litical  policies,  Wittwer 
says.  “Only  poor  people 
have  a  problem  meeting 
their  food  needs.” 

“India  actually  has 
surplus  grain  and  is  ex¬ 
porting  it.  Children  are 
starving  there  because 
the  government  has  no 
program  for  getting  that 
grain  to  the  people.” 

“Such  policies  can  be 
instigated,”  he  says. 
“For  example,  in 
Srilanka  the  govern¬ 
ment  not  only  provides 
incentives  for  growing 


crops,  but  also  gives 
each  person  a  certain 
amount  of  food.  The 
result  is  that  there  are  no 
starving  and  no  very 
poor.” 

Wittwer  is  not  one  of 
the  “gloom  and  doom 
prophets”  warning  that 
the  food  supply  is  runn¬ 
ing  out  and  we  are  all  go¬ 
ing  to  starve  to  death, 
but  he  does  have  sonie 
warnings  about  the  way 
food  is  produced. 


Governmental  poli¬ 
cies  help  in  food  distri¬ 
bution.  Technology 
helps  in  improving  grow- 
ing  methods.  But 
perhaps  most  en¬ 
couraging  of  all  is  that 
we  are  only  utilizing  one- 
half  of  the  land  that 
could  be  cultivated,  he 


“When  all  the  land  is 
put  into  use,  tremen¬ 
dous  advancements  will 
be  made,”  he  said.

An  even  larger  majority  —  80  per¬ 
cent  of  members  and  73  perceht  of 
pastors  —  indicate  they  would  not  ac¬ 
cept  such  a  person  as  their  pastor. 

However,  the  task  force  majority  — 
14  of  19  members  —  asked  the  church 
to  adopt  a  policy  that  a  homosexual 
may  be  ordained  “if  the  person 
manifests  such  gifts  as  are  required  for 
ordination.” 

But  the  other  five  members,  in  a 
minority  report,  asked  the  church  to 
declare  that  “our  present  un¬ 
derstanding  of  God’s  will  for  his  people 
precludes  the  ordination  of  avowed, 
practicing  homosexuals.” 

The  task  force,  chaired  by  Virginia 
Davidson,  a  Rochester,  N.Y.  lay 
woman,  includes  Biblical  scholars, 
theologians  and  specialists  in  counsel¬ 
ing,  medicine  and  the  social  sciences. 

The  issue  grew  out  of  a  query  posed 
by  the  New  York  City  presbytery,  the 
local  church  governing  unit,  asking  the 
national  assembly  to  rule  in  1976 
whether  an  acknowledged  homosexual, 
otherwise  qualified,  could  he  ordained. 

That  assembly  held  that  such  an  or¬ 
dination  “would  at  the  present  time  be 
injudicious  if  not  improper,”  but  set 
up  the  special  task  force  to  provide 
more  light  on  the  question. 

In  effect,  the  task  force  majority  said 
decisions  about  ordination  should  be 
left  where  they  always  have  been  with 
local  congregations  and  local  governing 
presbyteries  having  the  duty  of  deter¬ 
mining  “the  fitness  of  candidates.” 

The  report  said  the  local  units,  if  the 
recommendations  are  adopted,  may 
take  divergent  courses  on  the  matter. 
It  said  the  policy  would  “threaten  the 
unity”  of  the  church  “only  if  we  allow 
it  to  undermine  our  common  ultimate 
loyalty  to  Jesus  Christ.” 

■In  recent  times,  two  acknowledged 
homosexuals  have  been  ordained  in 
U.S.  churches,  but  in  both  cases,  the 
steps  were  taken  by  local  church  units 
without  approval  of  the  denominations 
as  a  whole.

Tourism 
rising  in 
N.  Utah 

LOGAN  (AP)  — 
Tourism  is  on  the  rise  in 
northern  Utah,  says  J. 
Ross  Larsen,  president  of 
the  Bridgerland  Tourism 
Council. 

He  said  10,0(X)  persons 
signed  tourist  booth 
registries  in  Logan  and 
at  Bear  Lake  last  year, 
compared  to  6,000  in 
1976  —  the  Bicentennial 
year. 

“We  get  a  lot  of  traffic 
because  Bridgerland  is 
the  miin  route  to 
Yellowstone  from  the 
•  Southwest,”  Larsen 
said.  U.S.  89,  which  runs 
through  Logan,  is  the 
main  artery  to  Jackson, 
Grand  Teton  National 
Park  and  Yellowstone 
National  Park,  all  in 
Wyoming. 

“Tourism  is  increas¬ 
ing.  There’s  no  doubt 
about  it  ...  about  20  per¬ 
cent  a  year,”  says  John 
Murray,  a  motel  owner 
on  the  shores  of  Bear 
Lake.  He  said  the  in¬ 
crease  has  been  steady 
for  five  years. 

“When  I  first  bought 
the  place  there  \vere 
mostly  weekend  skiers, 
but  now  we’re  full  all 
week.” 

Winter  brings  Utahns 
north  from  the  Wasatch 
Front,  but  summer  is  the 
heavy  season,  and  many 
customers  are  foreigners 
in  rented  cars  heading 
toward  Salt  Lake  City, 
southern  Utah  parks  or 
Las  Vegas,  Murray  said. 

Logan  motel  manager 
Reed  Jensen  said  his 
business  has  been  grow¬ 
ing.  The  motel’s  oc¬ 
cupancy  jumped  in  sum¬ 
mer  1976,  and  the  post- 
Bicentennial  summer 
kept  even  with  the  in¬ 
crease,  he  said. 

Larsen  said  each 
tourist  dollar  circulates 
through  at  least  six 
hands,  allowing 
businesses  other  than 
motels  and  tourist- 
related  services  to 
prosper  from  tourism. 

Larsen  said  Americans 
:  are  no  longer  as  concer¬ 
ned  about  the  scarcity  of 
gasoline.  And  a  stabiliz¬ 
ing  of  employment 
allows  many  more 
families  to  afford  vaca¬ 
tions.

Never  before  have  we  produced  so  much 
food.  Contrary  to  the  predictions  of  prophets 
of  doom  of  a  decade  ago,  we  do  not  now  have 
mass  starvation  or  famine.  There  is  more 
food  per  capita  on  a  global  scale  than  ever 
before. 

The  world  food  problem  is  not  one  of 
production  capability.  It  is  one  of  delivery.  It 
is  one  of  political  will.

Sled  manufacturers  say  they  are  happy  to  be 
snowed  under  by  snowballing  demand  for  the  simple 
toys  they  make  of  oak  slats  and  steel  runners. 

The  modern  sled,  born  90  years  ago  with  the  in¬ 
vention  of  a  steering  mechanism,  is  enjoying  easy 
sledding  because  of  the  weather.  Last  year’s  snow 
and  record  cold  sparked  a  big  demand.  This  winter, 
big  snowfalls  all  over  the  country  have  kept  interest 
at  its  peak. 

Eight  years  ago,  eight  companies  made  sleds.  Now 
there  are  three:  the  Standard  Novelty  Works  of  Dun- 
cannon,  Pa.,  Gladding  Corp.  in  South  Paris,  Maine, 
and  perhaps  the  best  known,  Flexible  Flyer  in  West 
Point,  Miss. 

Standard  Novelty  and  Flexible  Flyer  report  they 
have  sold  all  the  sleds  they  had  in  stock  at  the  start 
of  the  winter.  Gladding  says  it  has  filled  unexpected 
orders  from  such  non-snowbelt  states  as  Virginia, 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee. 

“Good  sales  in  this  business  are  a  function  of  good 
weather,  which  means  snow,”  said  Hank  Morton, 
plant  manager  at  Gladding.

Origin  of  galaxy 
topic  of  program 

“The  Key  to  the  Universe,”  a  two-hour  special 
report  about  the  startling  breakthroughs  achieved 
this  year  by  physicists  and  astrophysicists  toward 
understanding  the  laws  of  creation  —  the  unraveling 
of  mysteries  of  how  the  universe  came  into  being  and 
is  sustained  —  will  be  broadcast  tonight  at  8  p.m.  on 
KBYU-TV  (Channel  11). 

The  program  is  a  co-production  of  the  BBC  and 
public  television  station  WTTW,  Chicago.  A  book 
version  of  the  program  will  be  published  by  Viking 
Press  on  May  10. 

In  preparing  the  subject  for  broadcast,  the 
producers  filmed  interviews  and  demonstrations 
with  a  number  of  America’s  and  Europe’s  most 
brilliant  scientists  and  theorists  at  many  of  the 
world’s  greatest  centers  of  experimentation  and 
discovery. 

Four  Nobel  prize  winners  appear  on  the  program. 

The  show  reports  on  the  latest  theories  of  high- 
energy  physicists  and  astrophysicists  about  the  links 
between  t^  “macroworld,”  the  overall  view  of  stars 
and  galaxies  and  the  “microworld,”  atoms  and  their 
components. 

It  explores  the  composition  of  matter  and  the 
bizarre  rules  that  govern  its  behavior  on  a  sub¬ 
atomic  scale,  which  has  to  do  with  the  origin  and 
fate  of  the  universe  itself. 

On  the  broadcast,  scientists  explain  the  arcane 
world  of  “neutrinos,”  “gauge”  theories,  “quarks,” 
matter  and  anti-matter,  the  discovery  of  new  parti¬ 
cles,  the  “Big  Bang”  theory  of  how  the  universe  was 
created,  and  “black  holes”  in  space.
